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Aliens Cause of Unemplyoment Problem 


The present unemployment problem in the United States is 
one of the greatest that has ever faced the country—and it is 
very evident that the alien question is the cause of It all. 





More than ten million people are still idle, according to sta- 
tisties from aceredited sources. Billions of dollars have been 
spent to feed them and still more money is being appropriated 
to make jobs for them. 

We have in this country 16,500,000 residents of foreign tne 
and 7,500,000 aliens. It is the boast of the Communist party 
leaders that two-thirds of their nimber are receiving relief 
funds while at the same time advocating overthrow of the We 
S. government—and assessments on these Communists make uf 
funds to carry on their propaganda and are also sent to help 
Communistic forces in a number of foreign countries. This 
eountrv has been too lenient with the immigrant and had we 
shut down on immigration years ago our problems now would 
be —or rather they would not have reached 
their present proportions. In the best of times there are about | 
two million or more who cannot or will not work. It seetas 
strange that this problem of undesirable immigration has not 
been handled differently, as the federal government could have 
solved it constitutionally. 

And had the nation been more vigilant in the past we would 
not have the present embarrassing situation. Congressman 
Martin Dies, Democrat, of Texas, has recently put the facets 
very forcefully before the American people. He said: | 

“Tt is a strange paradox that while so many learned theor- 
ists have been busy discovering causes of the unemployment | 
and proposing remedies of every character and description, | 
few leaders have pointed out the fundamental cause of unem- 
ployment in this country. 

“The primary cause was immigration.

If we had not rier. | 


mitted millions of aliens te enter this country, the secondary 
causes which | have enumerated would not have been sufficient | 
to produce any serious unemployment in this country, although | 
we would have, no doubt, experienced an economic depression. | 


“That this short-sighted policy is responsible for the pres- | 
ent unemployment can be proven by simple mathematics. We | 
now have in this country 16,500,000 foreign born and 7,500,000 | 
aliens. We have approximately 10,000,000 unemployed. If 
we had refused admission to the 16,500,000 foreign born who 
are living in this country today, we would have no unemploy- 
ment problem to distress and harass us. 

“Even if we had exgluded the 7,500,000 aliens which the 
records show are living in this nation at this very moment, our 
unemployment would be normal. And if we were to deport the 
3,500,000 aliens who are illegally in this country, we would re- 
duce unemployment as much as we hope to do through the ex- 
penditure of $5,000,000,000. 

‘As an indication of the number of aliens entering this ecun- 
try illegally, the value of seizures by the border patrol of vehi- 
cles used in smuggling aliens tor the year 1933 was $283,744. 
This included thirteen airships valued at $89,500. 

“Of the 7,500,000 aliens who are in this country there are 
from 1,000,000 to 1,500,000 on publie relief. This leaves about 
6,000,000 aliens who are deriving their livelihood from 3obs 
which American citizens should fill and would fill if we had the 





sathe laws that are in foree in other countries. So that from 
any angle of approach it must be evident to every thinking 
American citizen that the unemployment problem was trans- 
ferred to America from foreign lands ™ 

Senator Dies not only presents the facts most forcefully, 
but he also most ably gives a remedy that would undoubtedly 
work if put into practice. It may seem somewhat drastic to 
some, but this is a time when drastic means are necessary. The 
senator further said: 

‘But you ask, and properly so, what are we going to do 
about it? I agree with you that there is nothing we can do 
so long as our policy is dominated by sentimentality, fatuous 
internationalism, industrial greed and alien political influence. 
So long as we permit America to be made the asylum for the 
peoples of other lands and the dumping ground for Europe 
and so long as politicians fear the vote and influence of alien 
groups and blocs in the great cities, there is nothing that we 
can do except to continue to struggle with the unemployment 
problem of other nations and tax our people to the limit of | 
endurance to provide relief for 1,500,000 aliens and for the 
9,000,000 Americans whose jobs have been taken by foreigners. 
But when the time comes, as surely it will, that we adopt and 
develop an American policy based not upon racial and religious 
hatred but upon the stern law of self-preservation, and the 
ancient truth that charity should begin at home there is much 
that we can do. In the first place, we can permanently close, 
lock and bar the gates of this country to any pioneer immi- 
gration and then throw the key away. There is certainly no 
need for immigration during the next fifty years. We have 
our hands full to furnish employment to the natural increase 
of our own population and to give to the youth of today and 
tomorrow their place underneath the sun, * * * 

“Not only must we permanently exclude new immigration 
from every country and deport the aliens unlawfully in our 
midst but we must go one step further. We must pass a law 
similar to that in force in all other enlightened nations that 
will make it impossible for any employer to employ any alien 
so long as American citizens are walking the streets in search 
for jobs. If the 3,500,000 aliens in our midst are deported and 
new-seed immigration permanently exeluded and every job
